Tlie feasibility and practicability of the

The Cbk-ago Association of 
Commerce, after a careful investigation and 
examination of proposed routes of canals be- 
tween the Great Lak<-3 eind the Ohio river 
leans strongly toward the advocacy of the 
Miami ami Erie route in Ohio, with a revival of 
tlie old rout- from Defiance westward lo Lake 
Michigan at Michigan City. 


This canal \vould cot only offer 
cheap, 


direct transportation son1 b1 for the Great Lakes 
shipments in general, permitting Detroit, for 
instance, to ship on barges which could without 
difficulty be taken thru piotected waters to To- 
ledo, but it would open am avenue from Chi- 
cago to Cincinnati and Louisville of inestim- 
able value. Ag;iin, m'j'K-i'f, of tons of Eastern 
Kentucky and West Virginia coal are used in 
Chicago annually, which by this 
waterway 


could be carried more cheaply than in any oth- 
er fashion. 


The St. La\\ronce-r;:c-afc Lakes ship canal 


greatly increases the in;r°rtance of such a sys- 
tem of transportation as this to the state in tho 
upper southern border. The route outlined 
would link closely Chicago,(Detroit and Toledo 
with Dayton. Cincinnati c-rid Louisville, not to 
speak of other iniporta'.t cities along the way, 
and by so doing greatly relieve the congestion 
of traffic that now ha-rpiTEf the whole Central 
Western territory. 


With Lima only a fe-.v miles away from tho 


Miami and Erie canal, with motor trucks rumb- 
ling over paved and ipufiadam roads, think 
what it would mean in lessening the cost of 
coal, to say nothing of t'lc advantage of ship- 
ping manufactured product^.
